2. Background: The USSR Security Advisory Group (SAG)

under the Security Committee. The primary concern of this 
group is the security of the new Embassy complex currently being 
constructed in Moscow. In this regard, the SAG has identified 
cquipment and research necds and the DCI, State and NSA have 
identified funds to cover expenditures for these items. The 
funds identified by the DCI have been transferred to a FAN 
Account which has been established at ORD for this purpose.
